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Shooting suspect has Ist hearing 


Boy’s age to determine 
whether tried as adult

The boy accused of shooting a class- 
mate and a teacher at Noblesville West 
Middle School was in court Tuesday 
while about a mile away grieving high- 
schoolers consoled one another by plac- 
ing notes with uplifting messages on 
lockers. 

A juvenile detention hearing closed 


to the public occurred about 10:30 a.m. 
in Hamilton County Circuit Court. Law- 
yers and the boy’s parents exited the 
courtroom about 30 minutes later. 

The parents and attorneys Christo- 
pher Eskew and Ben Jaffe spent another 
half-hour in a conference room. The at- 
torneys declined to comment. 

The Hamilton County prosecutor 
said Tuesday he would not release in- 
formation about the shooting, including 
the name of the suspect, until a juvenile 
delinquency petition is filed with the 
court. 

The boy's age will determine whether 
he could be tried as an adult and sen- 
tenced to prison if found guilty. If 13, he

would be tried as a juvenile despite the 
seriousness of the shooting. 

Police say the boy opened fire with 
two handguns in a science classroom 
Friday morning. Teacher Jason Seaman 
and 13-year-old student Ella Whistler 
were wounded. Seaman spoke publicly 
but briefly about the incident Monday. 
Whistler remained in critical but stable 


condition Tuesday, a family member 
said. 

Classes did not resume at Noblesville 
West Middle School on Tuesday. Begin- 
ning Wednesday students will be of- 
fered counseling and team-building ex- 
ercises for the rest of the week. Friday is 
the last day of school for the district. 

On Tuesday at Noblesville High 
School, where the middle school stu- 
dents were bused immediately after the 
shooting, hallways were heavy with 
grief. 

Some students were crying in the 
halls and doing their best to console one

Bosma 
appoints 
ex-rep 
to panel 


Davis is one-time foe 
of cold beer sales plans

House Speaker Brian Bosma is ap- 
pointing someone new to lead the 
commission tasked with studying In- 
diana’s alcohol laws — and it could be 
bad news for those hoping to expand 
cold beer sales in Indiana. 

Former Rep. Bill Davis will lead the 
Indiana Alcohol Code Revision Com- 
mission when it convenes this sum- 
mer for the second year of its two-year 
study created to look at potential 
changes to the state’s alcohol laws. He 
routinely blocked expanded cold beer 
and Sunday sales proposals as chair- 
man of the House Public Policy Com- 
mittee from 2011 to 2013. 

Davis will replace former state Sen. 
Beverly Gard, who championed those 
issues as chairwoman of the code revi- 
sion commission last year. “Apparent- 
ly, they’ve changed what they want in 
a leader,” Gard said Tuesday. 

Bosma has not formally announced 
the new appointment yet, but Gard 
said he delivered the news to her at a 
Hancock County GOP dinner earlier
